RALLIED TEMPORARILY 

Burning Oil from Furnace 
Explosion Last Week 
Caused Illness 

Dr. Dudley Willard, executive 
officer of the Sociology department, 
was reported in a critical condition 
late last night at George Washing- 
ton Hospital, as a result of burns 
he received last week when the 
furnace In his home exploded and 
threw burning oil over hia body. 

During the week doctors believed 
his condition improving but hia 
condition wma reported aa worse 
yesterday and critical last night. 

The furnace in the Willard home 
had been faulty and was causing 
Dr. Willard some trouble. He 
went into the basement clad only 
in light clothing to examine the 
heater and attempt to remedy the 
situation. The furnace burned oU 
and as Dr. Willard opened the door 
It exploded and flames engulfed Ms 
body, 

He was burned about the chest 
and front of his body as far down 
as Ms knees and his face was also 
slightly burned. The fire depart- 
ment and a doctor ware called and 
he was ordered to George Wash- 
ington University Hospital. 

In the middle of the week doc- 
tors believed they saw steady im- 
provement and plana ware made to 
send Dr. Willard home to continue 
his recovery.
